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Background 

The  largest  state  university  in  New  England  and  one 
of  the  leading  centers  of  public  education  in  the 
Northeast,  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Am- 
herst was  established  in  1863  under  the  original  Land 
Grant  Act.
